Precipitation averaged 1.88 inches, 1.24 inches above 
normal. Topsoil moisture supply was rated 2 percent short, 78 percent 
adequate, and 20 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supply was rated 3 
percent short, 83 percent adequate, and 14 percent surplus. Corn silking 
was 64 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 80 percent. Corn dough 
was 19 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 16 percent. Corn condi-
tion was rated 2 percent very poor, 7 percent poor, 29 percent fair, 53 per-
cent good, and 9 percent excellent. Soybeans blooming was 33 percent, 
compared to the 5-year average of 45 percent. Soybeans setting pods was 
10 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 15 percent. Soybeans condi-
tion was rated 2 percent very poor, 6 percent poor, 36 percent fair, 51 per-
cent good, and 5 percent excellent. Cotton squaring was 99 percent, com-
pared to the 5-year average of 70 percent. Cotton setting bolls was 38 per-
cent, compared to the 5-year average of 24 percent. Cotton condition was 
rated 7 percent poor, 26 percent fair, and 67 percent good. Rice headed 
was 18 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 15 percent. Rice condi-
tion was rated 2 percent poor, 29 percent fair, 51 percent good, and 18 
percent excellent.
